CHINA. 
—j—= 
PEKING. 
A co’ ndent writes :—The Emperor returned from his 
visit to the Western Tombs on the 17th inst. He reached the 


first resting place or station from the capital, known by the 
name of Wang-hae-low, at about ten o’clock in the forenoon. 
When seen nearing this place he was riding the iron-grey pony 
which has lately been immortalised in the Gazette under the name 
Keuh-hwa-lew. Prince Pih (Pih yen na mo hoo) was riding on 
the near side, about a couple of yards from his Majesty, holding 
a rein which was attached to the bridle of the Emperor’s pony. 
This was evidently done with the view of being able to control 
it should it become affrighted at the crowds of Chinese who 
were kneeling on both sides of the road. The Emperor rode at 
a slow walk, and seems to have derived benefit from his trip, for 
this time he was looking about him at the people, to the number 
of tens of thousands, who, with their hats off, were kneeling on 
both sides of the road. As they were permitted by the imperial . 
guard to approach the road to within five yards of his ba hg 
person, it was quite easy for them to see their Emperor distinctly. 
At a couple of /i from the Wang-hae-low, the Emperor caught 
sight of an old grey-headed, grey-bearded man, kneeling by the 
roadside. He at once pulled up his pony, and called upon him 
to approach. This he did as quickly as his advanced age would 
permit. His Majesty asked him a few questions, regarding his 
name, his age, and to what part of China he belonged, and after 
receiving the replies bestowed on him a silver medal or badge. 

There can be no doubt that the Emperor appeared on the oc- 
casion under the most favourable circumstances before his people. 
They saw him returning to his capital from the good work of 
praying at the tombs of his ancestors ; appearing on horseback 
in a manly way, his face bronzed from exposure to the sun, and 
from time to time en route noticing the aged men who were pre- 
sent amongst his numerous subjects in a way most gratifying to 
them. Knowing the reverential feelings which the Chinese 
people entertain for their Emperor, we may surmise that the 
spectators on this occasion, when they return to their homer, 
many of these situated in the most distant part of China, will 
not fail to recount what they saw on the 17th April, 1874, of his 
Majesty and of his acts; and these recitals will assuredly have 
a beneficial influence that will tend to bind the most distant parts 
of China still closer to the Ruler at the metropolis. I consequently 
view the proceedings as a political action fraught with future 
substantial advantages to the present aynaaty. . 

I should now mention that the Wang-hae-low is the first 
station from the capital on the western route, and to it, on the 


Emperor leaving for the ‘Tombs, a large number of the high 
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functionaries of the metropolis, besides those who had to go 
with the Court, followed his Majesty, and from it saw him 
depart on his journey. On the near approach of the Emperor 
to that station on his return, these high officials were there, 
waiting to receive him and accompany him back to the palace. 
The high functionaries who had_ not, as well as those who had, 
accompanied the Court wore fine silk Court dresses, Their gay 
a ce then, and the knowledge on the part of the spectators 
that they had before their eyes their Sovereign and the highest 
functionaries of the Empire, could not fail to impress every one 
present. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
May ! the French mail from London March 13 arrived dut on 
the 28th April. The following items of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 


Shanghai has been intent on racing durin 

collected itself to face the outgoing mail. The weather has been 
perfect—a cloudless sky, and the heat of the sun tempered by a 
pleasant breeze. The racing was very good, and a large number 
of spectators attended to witness it on the Grand Stand. The 
Spring Racket Handicap has been played through, and has 
resulted in Turnbull winning the A. and McMinnies the B. 
Sweepstakes. 

A report has been circulated by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, in English and Chinese, regarding the deterioration in 
quality of Chinese Silk. Attention is called to the warnings 
issued by the Chamber in 1872, and to the verification of its 
prediction that great reduction in value would follow unless 
More care were taken in reeling and packing. The warning 
having been neglected, and the result having happened, Chinese 
Silk Merchants are now urged to impress further on the pro- 
ducers the necessity for more careful and honest preparation, to 
enable China Silk to recover its position in the market. 

The fact that-the French Municipal Council intend making 
one or more roads through the ground in which the Ningpo joss- 
house stands, and which is very generally underlaid by old 

raves, has called forth a display of feeling on the part of the 
Fingpo Chinese. The other morning some 800 or 1,000 assem- 
bled on the ground, where they remained four or five hours, pro- 
testing by their presence and ut‘o-zances against the proposed 
invasion. A policeman was sent to warn them off, and the more 
excited suggested that he should be taken into the joss-house and 
well beaten, but calmer counsels prevailed. 

‘The riots on the French Settlement commenced with the re- 
pairs on a road leading past a Joss-house, objection to which had 
been made by the Ningpo’ men, who raised a mob, stoned the 
foreigners, and burnt houses. Armed police were called, who 
shot several of the rioters, saiiors from the men-of-war landed, 
and the volunteers were called out. ‘The riot was confined to 
the French Settlement. 

A new morning paper has been started in Shanghai under the 
title of the Jorning Gazette. We extract the following para- 

ph from to-day’s number :—Yesterday was the day appomted 
for the Shanghai team to shoot off the military rifle match 
with Hong Kong ; but as the wind was somewhat gusty in the 
moruing, it was thought advisable to postpone the firing until a 
more propitious day. The team is composed of Capt. Tucker, of 
No. 3 Company, Privates Carnie, Cullen, and Hall, of No. 1 Com- 
pany, and Dunman and Glass, of the Mih-ho-loongs. This con- 
test is the issue of a small-bore rifle challenge offered to the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps by the Hong Kong Rifle Association, 
‘ which the former accepted on the condition that the latter 
entertained the present competition. The arrangement having 
been completed prior to the recent prize meeting of the S. V.C., 
the six. best men of its last autumn meeting were nominated to 
represent Shanghai, and they were Capt. Cann, Lieut. Sim, 
Sergt. Bishop, Privates Carnie, Dunman, and Glass. The 
matches were to come off some time before the 30th May, each 
team being allowed to select its own day for shooting.

learn by the steamer Biuahes, from Swatow: that a barque sup- 
poms to be the Scotland has been totally lost on the White 
ks (Lammocks group.) The masts of the vessel were above 
water, and divers were to be sent down to her. Up to the time 
the Aiushiu left nothing had been heard of the crew. A de- 
spatch from the United States Consul at Swatow to the Con- 
sulate-General here, which has been courteously at our 
pervice, gives all that is known so far. Mr. Wingate states, that 
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on the 11th inst. he heard it was reported by Chinese fishermen 
that the masts of a sunken vessel were visible off the Island of 
Namoah, and that it was supposed every one on board was lost, 
Thinking it probable this might be the wreck of the Scotland, 
Mr. Wingate at once wrote to the Chinese Admiral at Namoah, 
asking him for the facts known as to the occurrence. He also 
sent his constable to Namoah, to obtain any information possible 
regarding the wreck or the crew ;_ the rough weather, however. 
prevented the constable from visiting the wreck. The aged 
in reply, referring to the storm of March 20th, in which o 
hundred native boats and some three hundred lives were lost, 
said he had not heard of any foreign vessel being wrecked, but 
that he would order a search and inquiry, and would inform Mr. 
Wingate of the result. We hear also that Mesara. Boyd and 
Co.’s wrecking steamer, the Leven, is at work on the Sedan, 
which now lies about a mile and a half to the-N.N.E. of the 
bearings given as the place where she struck. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 9th May; the 
French mail from London March 27 was received on the 7th 
May. We take the following items of news from the China 
Mail :— . as 

A meeting of the Council was held on the 5th, pursuant to 
notice. There were present H.E. Sir Arthur Edward Kennedy, 
K.C.M.G.,C.B. (President), the/Hon. Chief Justice (Sir J. Smale), 
the Hon. Colonial Secretary (Mr. Austin), the Hon. Acting At- 
torney-General (Mr. Hayllar), the Hon. Acting Colonial Treasurer 
(Mr. C. May), the Hon. R. Rowett, the Hon. W. H. Alexander, and 
the Hon. James Whittall. The minutes of the last meeting hav- 
ing been read and confirmed, H.E. proposed that the second 
reading of the Emigration Ordinance be resumed. The. Act- 
ing Attorney-General pointed out that this was merely a con- 
solidation of previous Ordinances, and that no new principle was 
introduced. The only changes there were in it had been dis- 
cussed before. ‘The only new change since the last adjournment 
was the power given to seize ships to the Governor instead of to 
the pole magistrate. The latter course was inconvenient, inas- 
much as information on oath must be made, and this might 
cause delay. Besides, the seizure of a ship was a serious step, 
and the power should be placed in the bande of the highest 
authority in the Colony, and this was the Governor himself. 
Moreover, serious damages might be claimed for the seizure of a 
ship ; therefore the power should be placed in the hands of the 
Governor, who had also power to release any ship at once, even 
after condemnation by the Supreme Court. 

The second reading of the Ordinance was then proceeded with. 
It, bores) raised no discussion whatever, and: in the end was 

ed. 

Before adjourning the Council sine die, his Excellency said that 
personally he felt, and no doubt the public would feel too, that 
they were under great obligations to the Acting Attorney Gene- 
ral for having taken the consolidation of these Ordinances in 
hand.. He thought the consolidation was very convenient, and 
would be of great benefit to the Colony. 

H.E. Major General Whitfeild, Lieutenant Governor of 
Hong Kong, left in the French Mail steamer on the 2nd for 
England. On leaving Government Wharf in H.E. the Go- 
vernor’s barge a salute was fired by H.M.S. Princess Charlotte, 
and he was received on board the mail steamer by a large num- 
ber of military and Government officers, merchants and others. 
A deputation, Selpagtipn, Pod the Chief Justice Sir John Smale, 
the Hon. P. Ryrie, the Hon Richard Rowett and James Greig, 
Esq., went on board the steamer and presented to H.E. the 
General a numerously signed address. The Chief Justice said 
he had been requested by the other members of the deputation 
to present an address to iE. : ; 
he steamer Legislator, which arrived last week, has docked, 
for the purpose of having her bottom cleaned; she has been 
chartered by the Australian Mail Steamship Company, in place 
of the Sunfoo, recently lost. She however only goes as far as 
Singapore this trip, and then returns to take her turn for Aus- 
tralia with the mails. ; . : 

We understand that a Club is being got up, the list of members 
being headed by H.E. the Governor, to introduce rabbits into 
Stone Cutter’s Island, the special object being for shooting. 
This will be allowed when sufficient time has been given for 
breeding purposes. A consignment of rabbits has been ordered 
from England and Australia. 

Two small junks laden with iron plates (part of the wreck 
of the late steamer cy ha ) arrived on the 6th, and were dis- 
charging alongside of Messrs. Vogel and Hagedorn’s Wharf. We 
hear that the two ends of the vessel have not broken up, and 
will have to he blown to pieces by gunpowder so as to recover 
them ; the engines are lying on the Bote apparelitly not much 
injured, and no doubt will be eventually recovered. i 

The first collection of Hong Kong plants ever sent td the 
British Museum was shipped per last mail by the Rev. James 
Lamont, Pastor of the Union Church. The consignment in- 
cludes 3650 specimens (including 53 ferns), all indigenous to Hong 

We understand that the rev. gentleman hopes shortly to 
to send a good many more, so that in course of time a 
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complete collection will doubtless be found in the British Museum 
Herbarium. At present Kew is the only place boasting anything 
like a Hong Kong collection. 

We much fear that a final tragedy will soon have to be re- 
corded in connection with the coolie trade. Many months ago 
the steamer Rosita y Nina, late the Venus, left Macao with 
some 800 coolies on board. News of the vessel was occasionally 

i arate ’ connected with break-downs in her machinery, 

t the Jatest news, it is asserted, is her reaching Rio de 
Janiero with only between 130 and 150 alive! We shall: be 
glad to be placed in a position to contradict this story, which is 
at all events going about the colony and adding another item 
to the difficulties which beset emigration in any form.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

‘SINGAPORE. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 17th May. 
Thg French mail from London April 10th arrived out on the 10th 
May. The following summary of news is from the Straits 
Times:— 

The Legislative Council meetings still fail to afford any inter- 
gst to the public. The only subject under consideration has been 
an amendment to the Courts Ordinance last year, by which, 
in addition to retaining the jurisdiction of the Courts of Requests 
up to $50 in Province Wellesley and Malacca, the power for dis- 
training for rent, which is at present limited to $50 in the Courts 
of Bene is in Singapore and Penang to be placed under the 
e@ntrol of the Summary side of the Supreme Court, without any 
limit whatever. This will at least be advantageous to landlords, 
who will no longer be at the mercy of independent and untrust- 
worthy distraining agents. 

The principal event of political importance during the 
ae ‘fortnight has been an expedition undertaken by H. 

the Governor, in conjunction with the Naval officers on 
the station, to Sunghie Ujong, with a view to put a stop 
to the illegal exactions and extortions from British traders 
levied from certain stockades on the Rumbow side of the Linghie 
river, on the borders of our territory of Malacca. As the chief 
who held the principal stockade failed to meet the expedition 
amicably, or even to come to a conference at all, the naval boats 
proceeded up the river, and the men were landed, and clambered 
up a steep hill to the fortification, which they found had been 
hastily evacuated, without a shot being fired on either side. The 
stockade was demolished, and the attap erections in it burned, 
as was also another stockade lower down the river. As the 
Datu Klana of Sunghie Ujong, who is desirous of opening u 
his country and developing its resources, professed himself able 
to prevent the re-occupation of the old or the erection of new 
forts, the expedition returned to Singapore. 

The visit of Mr. Birch, Colonial Secretary, to Laroot, has not 
been so successful as could be desired. Mr. Birch, accompanied 
by Mr. Swettenham,— an official from the Penang Land Office,— 
went to Laroot and thence overland to Perak, with a view to 
learn something of the country and its people. The main object 
of the visit, however, was to induce the submission of the Rajah 
Bindshara of Perak to the succession of the Rajah Mudah as 
Sultan, and obtain from him for the latter the regalia of royalty 
which the Bindahara holds) As however, the Bindahara still 
claims the throne, he declined to part with the jewels to his rival, 
and Mr. Birch was not able to get sight of him until the arrival 
of the new Sultan, accompanied byan influential chief who suc- 
ceeded in bringing aboutseveral interviews, which, however, ended 
innothing. Messrs. Birch and Swettenham were therefore obliged 
to return without having accomplished their object, and though 
the Bindahara has at present no apparent power, he is evidently 
well aware that he holds a decided advantage in the retention of 
the jewels, which the néw Sultan may himself have to obtain by 
force, unless they are got hold’ of by our own Government and 
placed in his keeping. The natives, we understand, evinced a 
very unfriendly spirit to Mr. Birch’s party, and were forbidden 
te fanaa assistance or even necessaries tothem. From this it 
is evident that unless the Governmert assumes a determined 
attitude it will find its relations with the native States exceed- 
ing] difficult to maintain on a satisfactory basis.

H.M.’s steam gun-boat Avon, Commander Powlett, from 
Penang with dates to the 25th ultimo, anchored in the harbour 
last Monday afternoon, sailed for Qualla Linghy on the morning 
of the 30th April, and returned to this port the pieeaae 4 
morning. She left again for the same place in company wit. 
H.M.’s steamer Charybdis. 

The Straits steamer Sharpshooter, Captain Augustine, from 
Penang, en route to your port, arrived here early last Wednesday 
morning, and sailed again the following afternoon. 

The British steamer J/edina, Captain Kneen, from Jeddah 
(via Penang), bound to Singapore, arrived here last Thursday, 
and sailed the same evening for her destination. 

His Excellency the Governor has visited this settlement. As 
it was not his Excellency’s intention at first to land, but only an 
afterthought, no demonstration of any kind was made on his

Hanxow.—In consequence of extended credit being allowed in most 
instances, large sales had been made in Plain Cottons during the fort- 
night, principally in 8} 1b. Grey Shirtings, which had been quitted to 
the extent of 67,400 pieces. A good business had been done in Raw 
Cotton, and the stock was estimated at 12,000 piculs. Prices were 
quoted at Tis. 9.80 to 10.50 per picul. 

SHancHal.—The market generally had remained in an unsatisfactory 
state, and prices in some instances showed a further decline, more 
especially for common qualities, of which the bulk of the stock consisted. 
Cottons : A modest business had been done in 8} Ib. Grey Shirtings at 
about previous prices for best chops, but rates for eee aoe had, 
again given way. T-Cloths had also been dealt in to a limited amount, 
and prices were quoted without alteration. Transactions in Drills showed 
a further decline. There was no change to note in other descriptions of 
Plain Cottons. Fancy Cottons continued dull, without improvement. 
Woollens : The demand continued very limited, and prices for most kinds 
were quoted nominally lower. Early in the fortnight some business 
was done in Camlets, but the demand had not been maintained and 
towards the close there had been nothing done. Metals continued very 
quiet, and nominally unchanged.

In spite of these adverse 
influences heavy supplies continued to be forced upon the market, and 
while this continued to be the case it was hopeless to expect any '‘re- 
sponse on this side to the reported firmness and advancing prices in 
Manchester. 

Canton.—There had been little demand for Lead within the fortnight, 
and the business transacted had been of a retail character. Sales had 
amounted to 500 pieuls L.B. quality, leaving about 2,400 piculs in 
stock. Quotations :—$7.60 to $7.75 for L.B., and $8 to $8.20 for W.B. 
Quicksilver was quoted $180 to $185. 

Batavia.—The market for Cotton Goods had been flat, the demand 
being confined principally to Dutch Staples, in which, however, only a 
limited business had been done, owing partly to the firmness of holders, 
and partly to the scarcity of money among dealers who buy only on 
long credit terms. English Grey Goods and Cambrics were in very 
little inquiry, and values were a shade lower, There had been no 

revival in the inquiry for Yarns

Several Hongs are understood to be under engage- 
ment for some quantity, still to be delivered, and are purchasing the 
crude leaf at very full rates for rather poor quality. So close has the 
new season followed on the former one, and several shipments reported 
as new having been old and new leaf mixed, it is impossible to separate 
the figures, for an exact comparison of export. Below we give the 
quantities including contracts, as reported by the Chinese. Congous:— 
Those on offer have been mostly of the thin flavoury descriptions, which 
are now somewhat neglected, and reduced rates would be accepted. 
The supply of first crop is now almost exhausted. Scented Teas are 
decidedly preferable to recent seasons. Capers are generally clean, 
and of olive complexion, with good strength and pungency, but as to 
the scenting, it is yet premature to venture an opinion, for so eager 
have some been to hurry forward supplies, a large quantity has been 
shipped without scent, a little has been partially scented. while only a 
few ls have been properly cured, and even these are somewhat 
deficient, the flower as yet possessing but little virtue, by reason of the 
cold wet weather, but unprecedented pricea, as high as Tls, 100 per 
picul, are said to have been paid. Rates for Capers, as far as can be 
ascertained, even allowing for the better quality of the leaf, are about 
Tls. 5 per picul over the basis of value current last May. Of Pekoes, 
the supply is rather short, on account of the competition for the leaf 
to make into Congous. Holders name very full prices, and purchases 
could not be made within Tls. 2 to 3 per picul of last year’s rates, 
New-make sorts have been settled as high as Tls. 22 per picul. The 
following are the settlements, including contracts reported by Chinese 
to date :—District Congou, 15,000 boxes at Tls. 23 to 28 ; Scented 
Orange Pekve, 3,500 boxes at Tls. 22 to 30; Scented Caper, 25,000 
boxes at Tls. 21 to 34 ; Canton Greens, Imperial, 300 boxes at Ts, 20 
per picul.

CANTON DISTRICT TEAS.—SEASON 1874-5. 

There ap to have been greater eagerness than ever this season 
to secure the new leaf in the South of China, judging from the large 
arrivals lately to hand ; the consequence is that there has not been that 
care given in the curing, &c., and the bulk of imports are below an 
average quality. Tayshan Congous have been pressed for sale, whilst a 
larger proportion than usual have been offered at public auction without 
reserve. The prices current for good to fine quality range from 1s. 2d. 
to 1s. 7d. per lb. There are no finest in the market. Scented Capers 
(as usual so early in the season) are deficient both in quality and scent, 
and the novel practice of colouring with turmeric (having been dis- 
covered by analysis) prejudices the sale, and prices for such are on a 
In the face, however, of the distrust 
relative to Scenteds the consumption keeps to within nearly the 
game standard as formerly, and there is no question if this class 
of tea is imported genuine, pure olive colour, as from the Tayune 
districts, remunerative prices to all interested would be established. 
There is a great scarcity in all descriptions of truly fine Scenteds, which 
command high figures, and prospects for first arrivals are very promid- 
ing. Telegrams from China give the export of new leaf to date at 
24,000,000 lbs. This is not excessive, and if followed up by a period 
of quietness (which telegrams from Shanghai advise) will afford a better 
prospect in dealing with the first arrivals from Hankow and Foochow ; 
but under any circumstances the new country congous will be dealt 
with very cautiously on the part of dealers at the commencement, as 
trade throughout the country has not been satisfactory during the past 
four months. 

Green.—The uncertainty as to the ultimate working of the Adulter- 
ation Act has broken up the e of prices, valuations being quite 
fanciful, and at the whim of the buyer. It will be well for all con- 
cerned in this important branch of the trade when the law is defined, .

HARBOUR OF COLOMBO (LOAN) BILL. - 

(June 18th.) The Earl of CaznaRvon, in moving the second reading 
of this Bill, said that as their lordships were aware the steamers for 
India, China, and Australia all touched at Ceylon. The harbour they 
had hitherto made use of there was that of Galle, and arrangements 
had been made by his noble friend opposite (the Earl of Kimberley) for 
the spending of a sum of money in the improvement of that harbour. 
Since then there had been an inquiry, the result of which was to show 
that the extent of the harbour of Galle was inadequate, that the 
currents were dangerous, that there were considerable swells there, and 
that it was indented with rocks. One of these rocks was only dis- 
covered last year. Many wrecks occurred there. Indeed, there was 
scarcely a year in which there was not at least one. A very experienced 
captain said that he had never gone into the harbour of Galle without a 
sense of apprehension, and had never got out of it without a sense of 
relief. lombo was free from those drawbacks. There were no 
currents or dangerous swells there, and Colombo was the terminus of 
a line of railway by which the produce of the island was brought down 
to the coast. Under these circumstances, it had been thought advis- 
able to make Colombo the harbour of call in lieu of Galle, and the 
object of this Bill was to transfer to the former the loan made in favour 
of the latter. The colony was prepared to spend £600,000 on the 
harbours, and the Treasury undertook to advance by way of loan a sum 
of £250,000 at 5 per cent., 34 of which was to be for interest and the 
remaining 14 to form a sinking fund for the repayment of the principal. 
The security of the island was quite a safe one. The revenues of the 
island had rapidly advanced during the last three or four years, and 
there was a considerable balance of receipts over expenditure. 

The Earl of KimBervry entirely concurred with his noble friend in 
approving the object of the Bill. His noble friend had, however, made 
a slight mistake in saying that the arrangements for the loan to Gallo 
were made when he was at the Colonial-office. These arrangements 
had been made before his accession to office. He found that the ex- 
penditure would be so large and that the improvement of that harbour 
was beset with such difficulties, further inquiry was desirable. That 
inquiry had been made by competent engineers, and the result was a 
report in favour of the harbour of Colombo. He agreed with his noble 
friend that the security for the loan was sufficient. The colony was 
acting with spirit in the matter, and the advance by way of loan from 
this country was no more than ought to have been expected. 

The Bill was then read a second time.

Rear-Admiral F. A. Campbell died on the 10th inst., at his residence, 
in Beaufort Gardens, in his fifty-seventh year. He entered the Royal 
Naval College in January, 1830, and embarked, January 2, 1832, as a 
volunteer, on board the Madagascar, stationed in the Mediterranean, 
where he became midshipman of the Barham. After serving for a 
few months in the President and Vernon, the former of which ships 
conveyed his father, Sir Colin, to Halifax, he joined, in August, 1834, 
the Thalia, bearing the flag of Sir Patrick Campbell, at the Cape of 
Good Hope. From February until October, 1836, he was successfully, 
employed in suppressing the slave trade on the coast of Africa, in the 
Waterwitch ; ho passed his examination in December of the same year ; 
and on May 11, 1837, at which period he had been serving in the capa-. 
city of mate, again in the Thalia, he was promoted to the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the Scout. In that vessel, as in the Waterwitch, he cruised 
with great activity in quest of slavers. While on the coast of Africa 
Mr. Campbell suffered very much from fever. His appointments in the 
character of lieutenant,-after he left the Scout, which was paid off in; 
November, 1839, were—Jan. 28, 1840, as:additional, to the Winchester, : 
flagship of Sir T. Harvey, in North America and the West Indies ;; 
March 7, 1841, as senior, to the Cleopatra, on the same station ;, 
Feb. 11, 1842, as additional, to the Cornwallis, bearing the flag of Sir! 
W. Parker, on the coast of China; and Aug. 25 and Nov. 17, 1842, tol 
the Harlequin, and, as first, tothe Cambrian. As additional of the Corn-: 
wallis, Lieut. Campbell served in the Driver, up the Yangtsze Kiang, and! 
off Nanking during the latter part of tho first China war. From the: 
Cambrian he twice Jumped overboard, and on one of these occasions liad 
the good fortune to save the life of a boy. His gallant conduct in each 
instance was mentioned officially. On the paying-off of the Cambrian, 
in Aug. 1845, her officers and crew were complimented by the Admi- 
ralty upon the order and efficiency of their ship, and on April 27, 1846, 
her first lieutenant, who had been strongly recommended by the com- 
modore, was promoted to the rank of commander. Capt. Campbell's 
next appointments were—Aug. 20, 1847, to the Espiégle, in which 
vessel, paid off in Feb. 1849, he was again employed on the China sta- 
tion ; Oct. 27, 1851, for nine months, to the Rosamond, in the West 
Indies ; and, May 16, 1854, to the Hornet, on the Home and.North 
Sea stations. During his command of the Espidgle he twice obtained 
the acknowledgments of Lord: Palmerston ; the ‘first time,’ for “the 
manner in which he conducted a delicate and difficult mission to 
Nankin, and the second for affurding protection to Chinese vessels 
against piracy. With reference to the former service, he received a 
letter of approval from Commodore Plumridge, the commander-in- 
chief on the East India station, who also thanked him for his remarks 
on the navigation and defences of the Yangtsze-Kiang. He was ad- 
vanced to his post Sept. 13, 1854; was appointed, Dec. 8, 1855, to the 
Trusty, floating battery ; and on June 3, 1856, to the Vulture, in the 
Mediterranean. He attained his flag rank on April 1, 1870, his last 
command being the Detached Squadron, Admiral Campbell had re- 
cxived the China medal. 

A telegram from Simla announces the death, on the 7th inst., of 
Surg.-General George Stewart Beatson, C.B., M.D., principal inedical 
officer of Her Majesty's British Forces in India, and an Honorary Phy- 
sician to the Queen. The late Dr. Beatson studied at Glasgow Univer- 
sity, and entered the Army Medical Department as an assistant surgeon 
in 1838, and served in Ceylon from 1839 to 1851, when he was 
appointed surgeon to the 51st Light Infantry, with which regiment he 
served throughout the second Burmese War in 1852-53, for his share in 
which he received a medal, with a clasp for Pegu. He also served in 
th: Crimean War during the winter of 1854-55, being employed on the 
m lical staff at Scutari and Smyrna; and after being promoted to the 
rank of Deputy Inapector-General in 1859, he served for eighteen 
moths in the Ionian Islands, and then for two ycars in the Madras 
Presidency. In 1863 he became surgeon-general, and was appointed 
principal medical officer of the British troops in India. In the course 
of a career extending over thirty-six years Dr. Beatson had earned the 
reputation of being one of the ablest: medical oflicers in the British 
service, and by hie death the Army Medical Department has sustained 
asevere loas, Dr, Beatson was nominated an Honorary Physician to 
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Her Majesty on the 18th of

Russta and CentrRat AstA.—An interesting article on “Germany's 
Interest in Central Asia” is contributed by Dr. Emil Schlagintweit to 
the Cologne Gazette. The States which, he says, are most interested 
from a commercial point of view in the advance of Russia in Cent 
Asia and the construction of railways in Persia are Germany and 
Austria. The completion of the Russian railways, the abolition of 
serfage, and the consequent augmentation of the prosperity of the 
Russian peasants, the development of Ruasian industry, and the incren 
of the influence of Russia on her Asiatic frontiers, have prodneed s0 
favourable an effect on the trade of Germany with Russia that the 
opening up of Central Asia and China must produce a commercial rc- 
volution of incalculable importance. The land-trade between Russia 
and China is as yet comparatively unimportant. The exports and im- 
ports amount on an average to 30,000,000 marks a year, and will pro- 
bably not increase during the next few years, for no improvement in 
this respect can be looked for until peace and order are restored in the 
Chinese Empire, and the roads and railways, now only in contemplation, 
are finished. But when this is done Russia will bea much more for- 
midable competitor for the international trade with China than the 
Americans with their Pacific railway. 

GrooraPHicaL Soctrty,—The Royal Gee, 
annual meeting at Burlington-gardens, under the presidency of Sir 
Bartle Frere, yesterday.

Horace Waller, referring to Colonel “Chinese” Gordon’s expedition, 
states that the Colonel, leaving Khartoum on the 21st of -Ap#it in a 
steamer, visited the Sobat river and the various stations on either side, 
and reached Gondokoro before any news of his arrival in the country 
could get wind, and he was back again at Khartoum-on tho 4th of May, 
the only difficulty or delay arising from the cutting wood for fuel during 
this forty-three days’ trip.

In a former letter I gave you the outlines of the interpellation about 
the Atchin War; but now that the official Byblad, containing the 
Parliamentary reports, has been published, I think it necessary to give 
you a translation of a part of the Ministerial reply. The main question 
was, is the War finished with the second expedition, or will a third one 
be necessary? The reply was, as you know, anything but satisfactory. 
Mr. Fransen Van de Putte shrugged his shoulders, and said it was im- 
possible to say, as he was not yet in possession of the reports, which 
were forwarded by Mr. Van Swieten at and since (/) his departure from 
It thus scems that it was not worth the trouble and the cost 
to telegraph the principal tenor of these reports, notwithstanding that 
an extraordinary credit of a couple of thousand guineas was asked and 
granted for this purpose. The Minister could only state that the fol- 
lowing clauses appear in a report of the 17th of March, forwarded by 
the Commander-in-Chief to the Governor-General :—“ As it will be 
proved to your Excellency by the several reports, the situation here is 
such that it is very difficult to foresee when the war will be finished by 
the submission of the chiefs and the people. This may occur within 
some months, but it is likewise possible that it will last years. The 
Government can only say this ; it appears from a large number of com- 
munications which the Ministry received that the Atchinese flatter 
themselves that the second expedition will leave as it came, and that 
our troops cannot stuy in Atchin; it is not improbable that they’ 
will be more inclined for submission when they see that they have 
miscalculated on this. Nothing can be said with any certainty. It 
is possible that we shall experience continual opposition, and that 
we shull be obliged again to send new troops to Atchin. But 
nothing is decided by the Governineut, neither has any proposal 
been received. Still less has deen decided if General Van Swieten’ 
will cesu quo return to Sumatra. How could anything bo de- 
cided before the final report of Van Swieten has been received, and 
before some time has elapsed, during which the course of affairs can. 
be seen? The Chamber trusts that the Government remains active, and’ 
will try to do and to prepare what might be necessary.” The Arn- 
hemsche Courant—the enfunte terrible of the Liberal party—says in a 
criticism :— The Minister has spoken most prudently ; he did not say 
one word for which he cannot answer for. For an optimist it is not 
possible to speak lesa optimismously. But the reply was anything but 
satisfactory and encouraging. It is an excelient tactic both in and out 
cf Parliament not to say what we do not know; but it is disappointing 
that the Government has so very few things to say in a matter of so 
much interest. For the moment we must again wait and not give an 
opinion. All that is done will depend on the behaviour of the Atchineso 
chiefs." The same paper further demonstrates that it is clearly proved 
that the Minister was not inclined to say anything that might hurt Mr. 
Van Swieten. This is quite right, he could not and might not act 
otherwise because Mr. Van Swieten was absent. But he spoke with so 
much prudence and so much reserve that it leads to the conclusion 
that the Minister was not quite content, and is disappointed in some 
degree. It does not need to be demonstrated further that our 
situation with Atchin is as vague as it possibly can be, and only time 
will show what is to happen. The thick-and-thin supporters in the 
press, of course, cry louder than ever, Victory! and snap at all those 
who dare tu say that the situation is not so rose-coloured. The article 
of the Penang Guzette, which arrived by the last mail, made some im- 
pression here ; formerly this paper was in opposition to our authority, 
but it now advises the Atchinese to submit themselves, because their 
I need not say that the Reuter's 
telegram about Captain Van Dalen made some sensation here, the more 
because we did not know what had happened—we only heard this from 
the last mail papers. This deplorable fact proved that discontent pre- 
vails amongst the officers of the army; notwithstanding that this is 
denied by the Liberal papers. . 

The Parliamentary session will soon be closed; a number of the 
members have already left the Hague to enjoy the beautifnl weather 
elsewhere. Still very important questions are to be decided. To-day. 
the'debate will be opened about the Reform Bill, which, perhaps, will 
Te carried ; the members will further deal with the Bill proposing to 
abolish the duty onsoap. Several papers propose the abolition of the 
duty on sugar, but the Minister disinclines to propose it, because the 
treasury needs the five millions which this tax produces. He is of 
opinion that the trade in this article will not suffer, now that England 
abolish:d the tax. A total reorganisation of our tax-system is, however, 
neceasary, and it is generally wished that this should have taken place 
before the Reform Bill was discussed. The Minister Van Delden stated, 
when he demonstrated that the treasury cannot do without the five 
millions of the sugar-tax, that our actual budget will leave an unfa- 
vourable balance of three and a half millions, which, however, can be 
covered by treasury bonds. The Ministry is authorised to issue them 
for an amount of six millions to provide in the costs of building State 
railways. The question of the reorganisation plan of the navy will not 
be brought on the ta)7s this session, the members being of opinion that 
the Minister has projected his plan with too much haste. The defini- 
tive budget, viz., the figures, must be carried before 1st July. 

In my former letter I told you that the Goverhment would this ses- 
sion lay before the members a Bill to provide Java with railways, 
Now that the official Byblad has come to hand, it seems that this is not 
quite right. The Minister said that this Bill “would undertake in 
this session the voyage to the Chamber.” A strange expression indeed, 
which was misunderstood by many. The Minister should have said 
that the Bill was on its way to the Council of State, And whata 
crugade will be made against it when it arrives there, And those poor 
Javanese who have hoped on for three years that railways would be 
introduced !

Last Friday an annual meeting of shareholders of the International 
Credit and Trading Company was held. The report stated that the 
operations of the last year had given a most satisfactory result. The 
business has developed enormously, and the undertakings were crowned 
with success, especially on Java, which must be ascribed to the energy 
of the Java managers. The transactions for their own account, under- 
taken by the head-office, were not favoured by the circumatances that 
in average a lull for imported goods prevailed on the Java market, and 
prices generally declined. The cotton goods, which were forwarded to 
Japan in 1873 for an amount of £.303,482.66, have given a profit of 
f.21,840.35, but this profit was reduced to f.1,026.37 by a loss of 
f.4,513.98 (resulting from a former consignment), and by discharging 
the account under this head with f.16,300 on the goods in stock. The 
sale of the other merchandises has led to an unfavourable balance of 
The trade in produces, which have not taken place on a 
large scale, because the initiative was principally left to the Java 
managers, has given a loss of f.16,066.26. On the contrary, the busi- 
ness for account of others has developed enormously, and has been 
successful. The exports for account of third parties amounted in 
1871 to f.362,494 only, in 1872 to f.432,534, and in 1878 to f.1,009,420, 
uncounted the large lots which were consigned directly to the Java 
branches. The consignments from Java reached also a large amount, 80 
that tn toto the commission account uf the head-office shows a favourable 
balance of £.70,864.743, that is, about 90 per cent. more than last year. 
The profits made by the Java branches were very iraportant. The 
business for their own account resulted, at Batavia, in a profit of 
£.156,321.20 ; at Samurang, £.241,944.02 ; ut Sourabaya, £.25,321.57 ; 
making a total of f.423,586.79. For order and account of third 
parties important transactions took place ; in 1873 we shipped for an 
amount of f.3,363,571, whilst to the three branches (partly for account 
of the head office) was consigned for asuim of f.4,032,000. The credite 
that were given produced a loss of £.23,386.32 only. The following is 
said respecting the culture-estates :—The tobacco undertakings, Djepon 
and Glentingan in Rembang, have given an important profit to the 
tenant, of which the company receives 25 per cent. instead of rents ; 
when the account of the crop of 1872-73 is made up, the net profit 
will be brought on the profit and loss account. The tobacco under- 
taking, Lodjadjar, has given a profit of £.60,552.19. The small estate, 
Djambirons, of which the company owns the half, will produce a crop 
valuated at 30,000 lbs. Some other tobacco affairs showed on Decem- 
ber a debt of £.59,238. The indigo undertakings did not give a satis- 
factory result, they were debtors for an amount of f.671,688. Four 
coffee planters, working with their own capital, remained credited on 
the said date for f.103,986, whilst the debts of the other plantation, 
which are worked with capital provided by the company, amounted to 
£.332 762.52, ‘The sugar manufactory in Krawang has not yet givena 
satisfactory result ; the debt was decreased to f.443,669.60. The rela- 
tions with Chinese sugar manufacturers is being developed. The com- 
mission account of the Java branches showed a loss of £.865,209.65 
or 28 per cent. more than last year. The interest account closed with 
a favourable balance of f.112,319.544. The total amount of profits 
was f.1,048,352.39, which was reduced to f.511,890.59, on account of 
several expenses, dividend for the Java branches, &c.; whilst there 
was still a favourable balance of f.1,665.88 of last year, which was 
added to the net profit. To the shareholders was paid on their paid-up 
capital an interest of 5 per cent., or f.62,500, whilst £.5,223.14 was 
added to the reserve account. Of the balance of f.445,833.33, 20 per 
cent. was destined for the reserve account, which reaches now a capital 
of £.207,321.44, 5 per cent. to the commissaries, 15 per cent. to the 
managers, and 60 per cent. to the shareholders, so that their dividend 
amounts to 26 4-10 per cent. The report of the books and balance 
was most satisfactory. The administration—the commission appointed 
to inquire after it—was in the very best order. Both the reports were 
approved. Mr. P. Havelaar was re-elected as commissary ; whilst in © 
the place of the late Mr. Sander Mr. J. Mees was duly elected. :

THE NEW TREATY WITH SIAM. 
BRITISH INTERESTS IN LAOS. 

THE text of the new Treaty concluded between the 
‘King of Sram and the Viceroy of INDIA, for the more 
satisfactory settlement of our relations with the tributary 
chief of Chiangmai, will be found in eztenso in another 
column of this journal. The ratifications have, we believe, 
been already exchanged, and the Treaty itself will come 
into operation on the first of the ensuing year. It is too 
late for any modifications to be made in its provisions now, 
and our business therefore is to review the probable effects 
of an arrangement which for good or for ill we have bound 
ourselves to accept, and which cannot be revised till seven 
years shall have expired. There are few British subjects, 
if any, really born in the West to be found in Chiangmai ; 
and it may perhaps be a very long time before a white 
colony is established in Laos ; but for all that there are a 
great number of our Birmese people there, trafficking, many 
of them, with English capital advanced in Moulmein, at 
work in the Chiangmai teak forests, or pushing trade in 
English goods among the towns. Such persons as these, if 
unprovided with passports, are no longer to enjoy the pro- 
tection of extra-territorial rights ; but, in the case of claims 
brought against them by Siamese, they are to be dealt with 
in the ordinary local Courts. The same rule is to prevail 
with respect to criminal matters. Native Indians, subjects 
of Her Britannic MasEsty, if they enter Chiangmai with- 
out passports, shall be liable to the local Court, and to the 
local law, for offences committed by them in Siamese terri- 
tory. This is a concession of doubtful expediency. It is 
an attempt to steer between two broad principles, each 
of which has hitherto obtained supporters, though from 
widely opposed schools of thought. In the one camp we 
are urged to remember that native Courts depgnd for their 
evidence on torture, that the underpaid judges are bribed 
as of course, and that the interests of justice and civilisa- 
tion, to say nothing of commerce, require that Great 
Britain should everywhere ‘look to it that her children are 
always tried by those rules which righteousness and justice 
require. On-the other are gathered those who argue that 
we have no right to force our usages and predominating 
power upon an independent unoffending nation completely 
against her will, pointing out that if a British trader 
repairs to a foreign country he does so for his own profit 
or pleasure, and must abide by the laws established there, 
or else remain at home. We are not going to investigate 
this subject here ; our wish is rather to point out that 
in our little Treaty with Chiangmai we have given up 
one principle, and yet not gone wholly over to the other. 
By so doing we have committed a serious error, and we 
shall by no means find litigation among the British Birmese 
in Chiangmai made any the more easy to deal with than 
it was before. As to passports, they are of some use un- 
doubtedly, but a man ought not to be deprived of his 
rights as a British citizen because he has lost that valuable 
document, or turns up unprovided with it to support his 
claims. Birmese and Tongsoos travel in companies, and 
each company obtains a single passport, containing the 
names of the party, and entrusted to the leader’s care. 
Often they quarrel when on their journey, and turn some 
of their number adrift ; or else by assent, for the sake of 
trade, or because they cannot agree upon the better of two 
routes to pursue, they voluntarily divide their expedition. 
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Those who quit the main body of course leave their pass- 
ports behind, and thus respectable persons, entrusted with 
English goods or capital, may be deprived of their lawful 
protection by accident or caprice. Nothing is so common 
among Asiatics as to bring false charges against one another. 
Sometimes it is an accusation of theft got up to recover 
the value of property alleged to have been stolen. Some- 
times it is the crafty weapon of a rival in trade, or of a 
personal enemy athirst for his revenge. Hence any British 
Birman or Tongsoo—and these people are always falling »- 
out—who knows that his antagonist has not his passport 
in his own possession, may get the latter involved in the 

meshes of a Chiangmai Criminal Court by laying some in- 

formation there against him. These are no fancied evils, 

we are raking up no imaginary cases. Disputes of this 

kind will assuredly occur, as those well know who have 

had any experience of the litigious and quarrelsome Birman - 
or Tongsoo. Another question we may well ask is, why 

British Indians unprovided with passports areto be tried 

for their crimes by the local courts in one remote province 

of Siam and not in any other remote province? On what 

principle can we concede this right to the Court at Chiang- 

mai and refuse it at Ubon, for example, or Tringanu, whisk 

are equally portions of his Siamese MaJEsTy’s realms, 

places which British Indians frequent, but where no British 

officers reside ? Treaties should be based on well-defined 

comprehensive principles, and not patched up to meet some 

difficulties in one particular spot. 

Now as to the teak forests. It ought never to be forgotten 
that these forests are the property of the members of the 
reigning family in Chiangmai, and are one of the main sources 
from which, in the shape of a duty on the trees felled there, 
their incomes are derived. Hence the more teak cut in the 
forest the better for its proprietor. And because the latter 
gives one man a permit to work there, he never considers 
himself bound to refuse similar permits to every other a 
plicant. This is the custom of the country. Monopoly 
grants are not understood, and naturally so. In the forest 
there is room enough for all whom its owners authorise to 
cut there. And because a man is the first applicant for a 
permit usage does not grant him a right to the forest in 
severalty for a term of years. How could the proprietor 
obtain his revenues if this were the case? The grant must 
be for a term of years, otherwise no one would embark the 
necessary capital in the undertaking, and hence any grantee 
who failed to raise the money for his operations might, if 
the permit were construed as a monopoly grant, keep the 
forest actually closed, and the owner without income (tolls, 
that is, not rent) for a protracted period of time. After 
this explanation our readers will probably agree with us 
that the 11th clause of the new Treaty makes a very unsa- 
tisfactory attempt to settle this part of the question. ‘The 
“ Prince of CHIANGMAI,” so it runs, “shall endeavour to 
‘prevent owners of forests from executing agreements 
‘“‘ with more than one party for the same timber or forests.” 
The PRINCE “shall endeavour.” Yes, but what if he fails ¢ 
He will certainly insist that he has done his best, and tried 
his utmost, and that he has not found himself able to get 
the owner to agree. The wording, be it remarked, is not 
“ The PRINCE will prevent,” which would bind him to 
compel, but “ will endeavour to prevent,” a phrase going 
no further than persuasion or advice. Unless great caution 
is used in clearing this point up by a memorandum of the 
two contracting Governments appended to the Treaty 
while there is yet time, the forest owners, whose incomes 
depend upon their timber tolls, will find themselves in a 
very hard case, and difficulties will assuredly arise. If 
rights in severalty are henceforth to be conveyed, the 
whole conditions of the permit ought to be changed. First 
rents should be reserved, instead of tolls or dues on the 
trees actually felled. Each forest should be parcelled out 
into small districts, and every such district made the sub- 
ject of a separate grant. Lastly, the grantee should be 
obliged to find sufficient security for at least one year’s 
rent of his district; and a clause should be introduced 
giving the owner a right of re-entry in the event of his dues 
being in arrear. It seems, from a consideration of this 
Treaty, to be most desirable that a resident British officer 
should be permanently stationed at Chiangmai ; endless ,- 
trouble, litigation, and ultimate miscarriage of justice 
would thus be avoided, at a really trifling cost to our 
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national exchequer. The teak trade is good, and the 
business in piece goods is not inconsiderable in Northern 
Laos, if credit were only sufficiently established there to 
attract capital into the country. Nothing is so necessary 
for this purpose as the knowledge that a British officer is 
on the spot, ready to settle disputes, to see agreements 
duly carried out, and to press the native officials to keep 
their highways clear of dacoits. This point is of all the 
more importance because the overland route with China is 
oxee more drawing public notice. The first step towards 
opening up that channel of commerce is to do what we can 
to get the Shan tribes in a settled condition, with their 
hig: ways open, and their trade untrammelled either by 
political jealousies or burdensome local dues. In this the 
British Resident would be in the true sense a pioneer. 
The French, too, now are in treaty with Birma, and we 
ought for this reason all the more to open our eyes in the 
direction of Northern Laos, instead of shutting them to 
all that happens outside the British frontier lines. 


M. VON BUTZOW AT PEKING. 

By a telegram via Kiachta we learn that M. von Butzow, 
the newly-appointed Russian Minister to China, was offi- 
cially received by the EMPEROR at Peking on the 20th May, 
with the usual ceremonials. This intelligence, so far as it 
goes, is eminently satisfactory, and though we await, with 
some little anxiety, the details of the reception of the 
Russian Plenipotentiary, there seems no reason to suppose 
that there was any material difficulty about the matter, or 
that his Excellency allowed himself to be treated with the 
same scant courtesy as was exhibited on that memorable 
day at the end of last June towards Mr. WaDE and his 
colleagues. We trust that, in future, all Envoys will, im- 
mediately on their arrival at Peking, imitate M. von 
ButTzow’s good example, and demand audiences of the 
EMPEROR for the purpose of presenting credentials from | 
their respective Sovereigns in the same manner as if they 
had been accredited to any European Court. If they will 
only take this course in a firm and at the same time pro- 
perly respectful manner, we doubt not that ere long the 
ridiculous exclusiveness of the Chinese Court will be 
effectually broken down, and that official intercourse will 
then be carried on more in accordance with the ideas and 
usages of civilised nations. Some people may think this 
a matter of small moment, and so it may be in some re- 
spects, but yet it has its importance, for it cannot be 
doubted that, when it is once patent to the Chinese Em- 
pire at large that their Sovereign is ready and willing on 
pious occasions to receive foreign Envoys as coming toni 

is equals, the relations existing between the middle king- 
dom and the outside world will be placed on a far more 
satisfactory footing—a result which in itself is much to be 
desired, and will furthermore be productive of the greatest 
possible advantage to all parties concerned. 


In the last number of the London and China Telegraph 
we reproduced a notable document emanating from Her 
Masesty’s Legation at Peking, and signed by Mr. W. 
GRAHAM SANDFORD, Secretary of Legation. Mr. SANnp- 
FORD has, we find, served the QUEEN in various capacities, 
but though he has been in the Diplomatic Service some 
sixteen years, he is evidently still the veriest tyro at the 
composition of circulars and despatches; otherwise he 
would hardly have informed the British residents at 
Peking that “the streets along which his MasEsTy goes 
and returns will be closed to all passengers.” The educa- 
tional tests to which Mr. SANDFORD was subjected before 
becoming an attaché could not have been of a very severe 
order, for, on reference to the Foreign-office List, we 
observe that “he passed an examination [presumably not 
“ competitive] before the Civil Service Commissioners, and 
“ obtained an honorary certificate,” allin one day! Apart 
from the style and composition of this circular, we object 
in toto to its substance and promulgation from the Legation. 
It is another example of the manner in which Mr. WADE 
maintains the prestige and dignity of the British Minister 
at Peking. %. 

It sppears]thatfprivate telegrams have been received 


which announce that a misunderstanding between China 
and Japan has resulted from the operations undertaken by 
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Japan oa Formosa. This is what we foreshadowed 
would take place if the Japanese persisted in the expedi- 
tion. The precise nature of the casus belli is not yet 
known ; but the telegram goes so far as to say that the 
difficulty has led to a declaration of war. 


WE understand that the Hon. T. G. GRosvENor has been 
appointed to succeed Mr. SANDFORD as Second Secretary 
at Peking. Mr. GROSVENOR has already served in that 
capacity, and only returned last year from Peking. 





TREATY CONCLUDED AT CALCUTTA BETWEEN 
LORD NORTHBROOK, GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF 
INDIA, AND HIS MAJESTY THE KING OF SIAM. 


Articte I. 

His Majesty the King of Siam will cause the Prince of Chiangmai to 
establish and maintain guard stations, under proper officers, on the 
Siamese bank of the Salween River, which forms the boundaries of 
Chiangmai belonging to Siam, and to maintain a sufficient police force 
for the prevention of murder, robbery, dacoity, and other heinous 
crimes. 

ArtTicLE IT. 

If any persons having committed dacoity in any of the territories of 
Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon, cross the fcontiers in British ter- 
ritory the British authorities and police shall use their best endeavours 
to apprehend them. Such dacvits, when apprehended, shall, if Siamese 
subjects, be delivered to the Siamese authorities at Chi ai; if 
British subjects, they shall be dealt with by the British officer in the 
Yoongzaleen district. 

If any persons having committed dacoity in British territory cross 
the frontier in Chiangmai, Lakhon, or Lamphoon, the Siamese autho- 
rities and police shall use their best endeavours to apprehend them. 
Such dacoits, when apprehended, if British subjects, shall be deli- 
vered over to the British officer in the Yoongzaleen district ; if Siamese 
subjects, they shall be dealt with by the Siamese authorities at 
Chiangmai. 

If any persons, whether provided with passports under Article 4 of 
this Treaty or not, commit dacoity in British or Siamese territory, and 
are apprehended in the territory in which dacoity was committed, they 
may be tried and punished by the local courts without question as to 
their nationality. 

Property plundered by dacoits, when recovered by the authorities 
on either side of the frontier, shall be delivered to its proper owner. 

Articie III. 

The Siamese authorities in Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon will 
afford due assistance and protection to British subjects ing on 
trade or business in any of those territories, and the British Govern- 
ment in India will afford similar assistance and protection to Siamese 
subjects from Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon carrying on trade or 
business in British territory. 

Articie IV. 

British subjects entering Chiangmaf, Lakhon, and Lamphoon from 
British Burmah must provide themselves with passports from the Chief 
Commissioner of British Burmah, or such officers as he appoints in this 
behalf, stating their names, calling, and description ; such passports 
must be renewed for each journey, and must be shown to the Siamese 
officers at the frontier stations or in the interior of Chiangmai, Lakhon, 
and Lamphoon on demand. Persons provided with passports and not 
carrying any articles prohibited under the Treaty concluded between 
Her Majesty the Queen of England and his Majesty the King of Siam 
on the 18th of April, 1855, and the supplementary agreement con- 
cluded between certain Royal Commissioners on the part of the Siamese 
Government, and a Commissioner on the part of the British Govern- 
ment, on the 18th of May, 1856, shall be allowed to proceed on their 
journey without interference ; persons unprovided with passports may 
be turned back to the frontier, but shall not be subjected to further 
interference. 

ARTICLE V. 

For the purpose of settling further disputes of a civil nature between 
British and Siamese subjects in Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon, 
belonging to Siam, the following provisions are to. 

A. His Majesty the King of Siam shall appoint proper persons to be 
Judges in Chiangmai, with jurisdiction— 

(1.) To investigate and decide claims of British subjects against Siamese 
subjects in Chiangmai, Lakhen, and Lamphoon. 

(2.) To investigate and determine claims of Siamese subjects against 
British subjects entering Chiangmui, Lakhon, and Lamphoon from 
British Burmah, and having passports under Article 4, provided 
such British subjects consent to the jurisdiction of the Court. 

B. Claims of Siamese subjects against British subjects entering 
Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon from British Burmah, and holding 
passports under Article 4, but not consenting to the jurisdiction of the 
Judges at Chiangmai appointed as aforesaid, shall be investigated and 
decided by the British Consul at Bangkok, or by the British officer of 
the Yoongzaleen district. 

C. Claims of Siamese subjects against British subjects entering 
Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon from British Burmah, but not 
holding passports under Article 4, shall be investigated and decided by 
the ordinary local Courts. 

Articis VI. 


Siathese subjects in British Burmah having claims against each other 
may apply to the Deputy Commissioner of the district in which they 
may happen to be to arbitrate between them. Such Deputy Commis- 
sioner use his good offices to effect an amicable settlement of the 
dispute, and if both parties have agreed to his arbitration his award 
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“shall be final, and binding on them. Similarly British subjects in 


Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon having claims against each other 


may apply to any of the Judges at Chiangmai appointed under Article 5, 
who shall use his good offices to effect an amicable settlement of the 
dispute, and if both parties have agreed to his arbitration his award 
shall be final, and binding on them. 
: ARTICLE VII. 
Native Indian subjects of Her Britannic Majesty entering Chiangmai, 


Lakhon, and Lamphvon, from British Burmah, who are not provided ! 
with passports under Article 4, shall be liable to the local Courts and | 


the local law for offences committed by them in Siamese territories. 
Native Indian subjects as aforesaid who are provided with passports 
under Article 4 shall be dealt with for such offences by the British Con- 


sul at Bangkok or by the British Officer in the Yoongzaleen district ' 


according to British Law. 
; Artictr VIII. 

The Siamese authorities in Chiangmai, Lakhon, and Lamphoon, and 
the British authorities in Yoongzaleen district will at all times use their 
best endeavours to procure and furnish to the Courts in the Yoongza- 
leen district and the Consular Court at Bangkok and to the Court at 
Chiangmai and the Court of Siam respectively such evidence and wit- 
nesses as may be required for the determination of Civil and Criminal 
cases pending in the Courts. 

Cee we & Articie IX. 

In cases tried by the British Officer at the Yoongzaleen diatrict or by 

the Judge at Chiangmai appointed under Article 5 in which Siamese or 

_ British subjects may respectively be interested, the Siamese or British 

authorities may respectively depute an officer to attend and listen 

to the investigation of the case, and copies of the proceedings will be 

furnished gratis to the Siamese or British authorities respectively if 
required. 

ARTICLE X. . 

British subjecta provided with passports under Art. 4 who desire to 
urchase, cut, or girdle timber in the forest of Chiangmai, Lakhon, and 
amphoon must enter into a written engagement for a definite period 

with the owner of the forest. Such agreement must be executed in 
duplicate, each party retaining a copy, and each copy must be sealed by 
cone of the Siamese Judges at Chiangmai, appointed under Art. 5, and 
by the Prince of Chiangmai. A copy of every such agreement shall be 
furnished by the Judge at Chiangmai to the British officer in the 
Yoongzaleen district. Any British subject cutting or girdling trees in 
any forest, without the consent of the owner of the forest, obtained as 
aforesaid, or after the expiry of the agreement relating thereto, shall, 
if provided with a passport, be liable to pay such compensation to the 


owner of the forest as the British Consul at Bangkok or the officer of ; 


the Yoongzaloen district may deem reasonable ; if unprovided with a 
passport he may be dealt with by the local Courts according to the laws 
of the country. 
Articte XI. 
The judge at Chiangmai appointed under Art. 5, and the Prince of 
: Chiangmai shall endeavour to prevent owners of forests from execut- 
ing agreements with more than one party for the same timber or forests, 
and to prevent any person from improperly marking or effacing marks 
on timber which has been lawfully cut or marked by another person ; 
and shall give such facilities as are in their power to purchasers and 
fellers of timber to identify their property. If the owners of forests 
prohibit the cutting, girdling, or removing of timber under agreements 
duly executed in accordance with Art. 10, the Judge at Chiangmai 
appointed under Art 5, and the Prince of Chiangmai, shall enforce the 
agreements. And the owners of such forests acting as aforesaid shall be 
liable to pay such compensation to the persons with whom they have 
entered into such agreement as the Judges at Chiangmai appointed as 
aforesaid many deem reasonable. 
. Articts XII. 
British subjects entering Siamese territory from British Burmah 
oust, according to custom and the regulations of the country, pay the 
- duties lawfully prescribed on goods liable to such duty; Siamese 
subjects entering British territory must, according to the regulations of 
the British Government, pay the duties lawfully prescribed on goods 
liable to such duty. 
ArticLé XIIT. 

The British officer of the Yoongzaleen district may, subject to the 
conditions of this Treaty, exercise all or any of the power that may be 
exercised by a British Consul under the Treaty between H.B.M. the 
Queen of England and H.M. the King of Siam on the 18th April,1855, 
and the supplementary agreement concluded between certain Royal 
Commissioners on the part of the Siamese Government and a Commis- 
sioner on the part of the British Government on the 13th May, 1856. 

* ARTICLE XIV. 

Except as and to the extent, herein specially provided, nothing in 
this Treaty shall be taken to affect the provisions of any treaty or 
agreement now in force between the British and Siamese Governments. 

RS ts Articte XV. 

Atter the lapse of seven years from the date on which this Treaty 
shall ‘come into’furce, and on twelve months’ notice given by either 
party, this Treaty shall be subject to revision by Commissioners, ap- 
pointed on buth sides for this purpose, who shall be empowered to 
decide on and adopt such umendments as experience shall prove to be 
desirable. 

: ArticLg XVI. 

This Treaty has been executed in English and Siamese, both versions 
having the same meaning, but as the British Plenipotentiary has no 
knowledge of the Siamese language it is hereby agreed that, in the 
event of any question of construction arising on this Treaty, the Eng- 
lish text shall be accepted as conveying in every respect its true mean- 


ing and intention. 
Article XVII. 


Tho ratification of this Treaty by his Excellency tho Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India havirg been communicated to the Siames: 
Plenipotentiary this Treaty shall be ratified by his Majesty the King o' 
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, Siam, and such ratification shall be tranamitted to the Secretary to the 

' Government of India in the Foreign Department at Calcutta, subject 
to modification within four months, or sooner, if possible. This Treaty 
having been so ratified, shall come into force on January 1, 1875, ap. 
corresponding with the first day of the third Siamese moon, in the year 
of Choh, 1236, of the Siamese Era, or on such earlier date as may be 
separately agreed upon. 


TEA ADULTERATION. 

The Committee of the House of Commoni anpointed to enquj 
into the operation of the Adulteration Act have taken faith 
evidence on the subject of Tea Adulteration. The evidence of 
the witnesses was in substance as follows :— 


| Mr. Volckner, the analyst of the Royal Agricultural Society of 
; England, was examined by Mr. C. S. Read. He gave his opinion that 
| it could not be allowed that “colouring” or “facing” should be recog- 
| nised as lawful, as this would be opening the dour to every adultera- 
| tion. He would not, however, have considered 14 per cent. of facing 
‘an adulteration. Aeked who would be the best judge of tea, a dealer 
of experience or an “ average analytical chemist,” he held that an ana- 
lyst could do very little in regard to tea, as it was a matter more of 
quality than anything else. As to the judgment of the “ average 
analysts,” he thought this should be open to question; many of them, 
who were hastily appointed after the passing of the Act, had had to 
| learn their business, and many of them had not even now had a sufii- 
cient training to enable them to be judges of fact in food ana- 
‘ lyses. Some of their statements in evidence had been very flippant 
, and unwarrantable, and they had done harm by rendering the Act 
| obnoxious to honest men, who had been wronged by analysts’ state- 
ments founded on a want of knowledge. The witness referred to 
the statement of the “ wholesale examinations" (many thov- 
ands in a brief p:2riod) describe by Dr. Tidy as hivinz been made 
by him, and said that this was not the way that analyses shonid 
be made, for it was impossible, from the number made, to take every 
case carefully, and thoroughly examine every sample with all the 
minutie necessary to arrive at the truth. This could not be done ina 
wholesale or hasty way. The witness did not think that tea was adul- 
terated in this country, and he thought the sale of adulterated tea 
j would come to an end here if all such teas were atopped at the Cus- 
i toms. He had not found any decidedly adulterated tea. In reply to 
Sir Henry Peck, he said he thought there should be a laboratory at 
Somerset-house to give the' means of judging the analyst's analyses. 
He looked upon damaged tea when used to mix with other tea and sold 
as pure as an adulteration. He did not know that it was necessary to 
“face” tea to make it bear the voyage. He could not say—either in 
agreement or disagreement with Dr. Allen of Sheffield (whose evidence 
we reported last week)—whether when there was 69 per cent. of in- 
‘ goluble matter found in tea the tea contained exhausted leaves, In 
| reply to Mr. Sandford, the witness said that though he knew that the 
facing of the tea was practised to make the tea appear better, yet he 
' did not think it was morally an adulteration, because it was generally 
understood that tea was faced, just as it was known there was colourin 
butter and cheese ; but in these cases the working man ate his butter 
and cheese and did not think about it. As to the facing of green tea 
being required to enable it to bear the voyage, black tea bore the 
voyage and was nut faced. 

Mr. James Barringer, who was described as a starch manufacturer, 
and who is known as a local administrator in London, said that years 
ago he had been employed to colour teas, and he now uncoloured teas. 
Before the passing of the-Act he had been engaged by Lloyd's Salvage 
Committee to re-dry damaged tea, and this was done in bond. That 
tea (there was only one instance, he said, of this being done) was 
damaged by sea water, and he “ faced" the whole of it, putting in 
colouring to some in order to muke the whole of a uniform colour, but 
what was the colouring matter used he objected tosay. The re-drying 
was done with the knowledge and concurrence of the Customs’ 
authorities, and the officers came tv his place, where they stopped day 
and night. He had faced “scented caper” t? make it like “ Canton 
gunpowder,” and it was sold as gunpowder. What he had done had not 
added to the weight of the tea in any way, and the quality was not in 
any way injured. He considered, in fact, that in some cases it was im- 
proved by what was done. He had refused to have anything to do with 
green tea colouring since the decision in the Birkenhead adulteration case 
by Justice Blackburn, under the Act. Since the passing of the Act he 
had been engage-tin tuking the colour off tea. He had never mixed ex- 
hausted or foreign leaves, nor had he ever been asked to co so by his cus- 
tomers. He knew of no factory where exhausted leaves were remade up, 
and he did not believe it possible that there could be a factory fur this 
purpose in England. He had not himself considered “ facing ” tea an adul- 
teration, for it was not in any way injurious to the public. He con- 
sidered the “ facing” practised by him no deception upon the public, and 
he would not bea party to any such deception if he had thought it was 
such. He did regard himself as a “‘ tea improver.” There was no con- 
cealment in the conduct of his business. Having had read to him the 
statement of the witness Jackson (reported in our last issue) the wit- 
ness said he did not believe the statement. The tea he “ improved" 
was good tea, and only altered in appearance. Examined by Mr. Car- 
penter Garnier, the witness said he had “improved” this tea chiefly for 
country dealers. He kept two men at work upon it. In reply to Mr. 
Sandford he said he had not faced any of late. He chiefly received the 
teas he improved from wholesale dealers for customers in the country, 
but not entirely. What the object of bis customers was in facing 
“scented caper” as “Canton gunpowder” he could not say, for in 
the scented caper the customers would get a good .'2a—as as if 
they had the “gunpowder,” for he believed that originally the two 
teas were alike, Of course there were different qualities of thes '?as, and 
perhaps the “facing,” if it did not make the tea of better quancy, made 
it of more value.

As to the 
reasons for colouring and uncolouring teas, in some parts of the 
country the people would only have black and in other parts only green, 
and so the teas were altered to suit the varying tastes. He knew 
nothing of the composition called catechu (said to be used to make teas 
astringent), and it was not true, as stated by Mr. Jackson in his letter 
to The Times, that damaged tea worth only 14d. a pound was made up 
Into fine tea. In reply to Mr. Heygate, the witness said he thought 
that by removing the colour off tea he “improved” it. He did not 
desire to say publicly what the composition was with which tea used 
to be faced by him. He had treated teas for’: many houses in the 
country, but not for many in town. He had not faced tea since the 
judgment in the “ Birkenhead case,” for he did not wish to make him- 
self amenable to the law. He could say nothing as to the value of the 
teas before they were unfaced by him, and what their valucs were 
after, and he could not say positively what the reason was for the 
change being desired. In reply to Mr. Welby, the witness said he 
had made no inquiry as to the reasons for changing “scented 
caper" into “ gunpowder,” and rice rers?, and he did not know, 
and he could not account for it, except that it was desired to 
make the change when there was a stock of the one on hand and 
ascarcity of the other in the markets. His immediate business was 
that of a starch manufacturer, and not that of a “tea improver,”’ and 
he supposed that Lloyd's Salvage Committee found him out to im- 
prove the damaged tea in 1364 because the apparatus employed for 
starch-making suited the drying of tea. He had, however, special appa- 
ratus for dealing with tea. It was not unlikely that the object of 
taking colour from tea was to make the article appear of a superior 
quality to what it was. He could not say—poaitively he could not— 
what was the value to the dealers of the teas before and after being im- 
proved. He took the colour out of 2 cwt. or 3 cwt. a week now, and two 
men were engaged at this branch, but not all their time, for he carried 
on two or three other businesses, though only in one establishment. 
The witness was also examined by Mr. Colman, Dr. Brady, and Mr. 
Muntz, and denied that the colouring matter used by him was injurious. 
Mr. Horniman, a tea importer, stated that he had been engaged in 
the trade for many years. He dealt in uncoloured teas, and as they 
ordered them to be so from the growers they thus received them. In 
reply to a question pressed by Mr. Sandford, the witness acknowledged 
that he had bought coloured tea in the market and had had the colour 
removed. His reason fo doing this was that his finn had a speciality 
for uncoloured teas. 
Dr. A. H. Hassall, the well-known analyst, gave some interesting 
evidence. He said that he had given his attention to the subject of 
the composition of foods for about twenty-five years, and had written 
various works on different matters connected with it. Some of the 
most frequent and most important adulterations were, he declared, very 
easily detected with a little observation. For instance, artificially 
coloured tea was easily discovered, and the presence of mineral sub- 
stances (steel filings) and sand could be found, the one with a magnet, 
the other by placing the tea inthe mouth. The retailers were in a 
great measure answerable for the adultcrations he indicated, for, he said, 
they did not pay fur the adulterated articles, the price which would 
be charged for genuine articles, and the dealer who did not desire to 
sell adulterated articles ought to be placed on his guard even by the 
price charged to hitn wholesale. Besides, the retail dealer was not 
without protection, fur he could make the wholesale trader or manufac- 
turer give him a warranty as to the genuineness of the goods bought by 
him ; and, moreover, it would not be tov hard to insist that tho 
dealer himself should know something of the goods in which he dealt. 
The witness said he should most decidedly say that any artficial colour- 
ing of tea whatever was an adulteration, for this was practiced to make 
atea assuine a higher quality, and to make one class of tea appear to 
be another ; but he should not say that the usual colouring in cheese 
and butter was adulteration. . With respect to the suggestion made 
that there should be a public laboratory at Somersét House, he pointed 
out that the Government analysts had. enough to do to protect the 
revenue ; but whilc he was against any court of appeal, he thought the 
Government Inspectors were quite competent to stop the adulterated 
teasin bond. He thought that if tea was inspected and stopped in bond 
when adulterated there would be little adulterated tea in this country. 
In reply to Lord Barrington, he said that it was not necessary for the 
carrying of tea and the protection of it on the voyage that it should be 
“faced” previously. Tea could be brought here without “ facing.” He 
considered all mineral substances in sugar an adulteration. He did not 
think the customs should take duty on all substances which passed as 
tea, or should permit “lie” tea to go through on duty. In reply to Mr. 
Mundella, he repeated what he had previously statcd, that, in general, 
“faced” n tea was not injurious to health ; but, he said, whatever 
might be the demand for green tea, he would debar it from coming into 
the country, it being, in his opinion, the duty of the State to prevent 
such athing coming into consumption ; and this stoppage would instruct 
the pevple that the colouring was an adulteration to make the quality 
of the tea sold appear of a better quality than it was, and to command 
a higherprice than it was worth. Even one percent. of colouring matter he 
should consider as adulteration, for it altered the character uf the tea. 
In reply to Sir Charles Dilke, the witness said that in some cases the 
Prussian blue used for colouring tea was not injurious, but in tea-dust 
and siftings there was likely to be a large quantity of the Prussian blue 
—large enough, at all events, to be injurious to health. Mr. Carpenter 
‘Garner asked if taking off the colouring matter removed the dele- 
terious quallies used in “facing,” and the witness replied that he 
aoprehended this operation would do so, and he was not of the opinion 
of ¥~ Jackson (the “ Wholesale Grocer”), that the deleterious matter 
would only be concealed. Sir Henry Peck handed the witness some 
samples of nutmegs, and asked if they were pure. The witness looked 
“AG and said that possibly they were “Jimed,” and Sir Henry. 
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In reply to Sir H. Peek, the witness | the nutmegs before he answered, and, of course, he allowed, logically,

he ought to object to the limed nutmegs as he did to faced tea. He 
was not aware, he said, in answer to Sir Henry, that years ago the 
Dutch Government would not permit any but “limed"” nutmegs to be 
exported, and if that were so then we should have to put up with it; 
but it should be said on the label that the things were limed. 

At the last public meeting of the Adulteration Committee, on the 
22nd inst., the inquiry turned back to the “tea question” by Mr. 
William Jackson being called. Examined by the Chairman (Mr. C. S. 
Read), this witness said he had been twenty-six years in the tea trade, 
and was in trade now in Manchester. He was the uncle to Mr. Whit- 
worth Jackson, who had given evidence before the Committee and 
proved to be the writer of the letter signed “ A Wholesale Tea-Dealer” 
in The Times. Witness was the confidential manager for twelve years 
of Mr. Robert Jackson, the father of Mr. Whitworth Jackson, and 
neither witness nor his brother, Mr. Robert Jackson, practised such 
adulteration as was described by Mr. Whitworth Jackson in the letter 
in The Times of May 15. Witness was with his brother six months 
after Mr. Whitworth Jackson joined his father’s business. The atten- 
tion of the witness was then directed to the official notes of his nephew's 
evidence. These said:—“I have from time to time been in the 
confidence of persons whom I should consider to be skilful 
colourers or tea improvers. I entered a business some years 
ago in which the confidence of the public was reposed upon the one 
ground, that the house was in a position to guarantee the genuineness 
of the articles they supplied, and I was, therefore, under the necessity 
of directing my special attention to adulteration, with a view of detect- 
ing and avoiding it.” Adulteration is resorted to, “ as far as I 
have seen, with a view of enabling a person who resorts to it to put his 
hand into the pocket of the purchaser, which has invariably been the 
object, so far as I have seen, for extracting money from him and selling 
him something which it is not what it represents itself to be.” These 
things, he said, were accomplished “ by giving the tea a fictitious appear- 
ance of value, or by imparting to it some quality in which it may be 
deficient, or by increasing its weight and bulk by the addition to it of 
articles of lesser or no value.” The witness examined on this evidence, 
said it was untrue. Sometimes caper tea “coloured ” was sold as green, 
but that was not done to increase the value, but to supply grocers with 
a cheaper green tea than they could otherwise get. Witness had 
coloured some teas and had unculoured some. Those teas which 
were thus changed in appearance were not heightened in value by 
the 'change, but all they did was to undersell Chinese coloured tea. 
It was untrue, as his nephew had stated, that a “scented caper” could 
be changed to be worth 10d. a Ib, more—namely, a tea worth 14d. 
changed to be worth 28. The talk about such profits was perfectly 
absurd. Then, the facing or unfacing of tea would not permit the 
wholesale dealer to obtain the price of unadulterated tea, as stated by 
his nephew. Witness never heard of the case of catechu until men- 
tioned by his nephew before the Committee, and then he tried it dn 
some samples with the worst results. Witness said he did not think 
any adulteration of tea was done in this country; but the Chairman 
specifically asked if he did not call “ colouring’ or “ facing” adultera- 
tion, and the witness replied in the negative. Mr. Robert Jackson, 
when witness was his manager, did have an engine and cylinder, but 
these were not kept for colouring tea. They were kept for roasting coffee 
and grinding chicory, and occasionally a strap was put on to colour a litle 
tea, for that operation by itself “ would not have paid to light a fire for.” 
This cylinder, he believed, had been sold about twelve years, and his 
brother had it forthree. He again said he did not believe tea was adul- 
terated in this country, and again answered that he did not regard the 
colouring operation as an adulteration. Many of the wholesale dealers, 
he said, sent their teas to their custumers direct from the bonded ware- 
houses, and no adulteration was allowed while in bond ; and the witness 
denied most emphatically that the wholesale dealers could impose upon 
the retailers by selling them a coloured tea.for a pure green,’ for the 
latter, the witness said, knew their business, and so Whitworth Jackson, 
who had started the controversy, knew well. As to Mauchester being 
the “ hotbed of adulteration,” he believed, and he spoke as one who had 
called upon the grocers, that they were most anxious to have a -pure 
article. The witness was then asked to say, having given, a contradic- 
tion to some of the statements male by his nephew, what his opinion 
generally was on that evidence and on the letter to The Times. The 
witness laughed and hesitated a little, and then said he could say 
that a large part of what Mr. Whitworth Jackson had stated 
existed only in his own imagination and the other part consisted of 
exaggerations. Asked what part was true, the witness said it 
was true as to the colouring of ten, but not as to all tho rest. 
Examined by Mr. Muntz, the witness said he was with his brother 
from 1847 until Christmas, 1860, in which year Mr. Whitworth Jackson 
joined the business—in the June of that year. The “scented caper” 
was coloured sometimes to meet the demand for “green,” and the 
groccrs got the extra profit between what the coloured tea cost and what 
the Chinese coloured tea would have cost. The grocers certainly know 
the difference between Chinese coloured tea and tea coloured here. The 
ingredients used to “ colour” tea were “ Dutch pink,” French chalk, and 
Prussian blue. This colouring had not now been done for years, for 
there was now no demand for coloured teas. In nine times out of ten 
wholesale dealers sent their teas direct out of bond to the retailers, but 
sometimes they mixed them (the inferior with the better) themselves. 
This was done in the wholesale dealers’ warehouses. Witness had known 
teas to be damaged by water, when a fire occurred at a tea warvhouse, 
but the only damage was water and the tea was dried on a hot iron 
and re-made up. Asked by Dr. Brady if he thought the mass of 
the public were aware that the coloured teas made up as described 
by the witness were not pure teas, the witness replied that the public 
asked fur green teas and would take no other ; and when pressed with 
the question whether it was fair to pass off coloured, teas, the witnesa 
laughingly answered that tho public at that time would take no other 
than gwen tea, and it had to be made to euit the public taste. “The

uestion was pressed by Mr. Garnier, and the witness again replied, 
“If the grocer wanted to sell a pure tea the public would not have had 
it, and it was made up to meet the requirement of the time.” In 
answer to Sir Henry Peek, the witness agreed that in Canton teas were 
manufactured up to a certain stage, all that was done here being to put 
in some colouring matter. There was nothing unwholesome in this, 
and he denied that there was such an amount of colouring matter as 
added to the weight of the teas. The statement of Mr. Whitworth 
Jackson had done great harm to the tea trade, especially in Manchester. 

Mr. Robert Jackson, brother to the last witness, and father to Whit- 

worth Jackson, was called, and stated that the witness referred to (the 
* Wholesale Teadealer”’) had been in no other “house” to serve save 
B witness's and the Himalaya Tea Company, of the East-end. Wit- 
ness could say that there was no such adulteration in his warehouse as 
was spoken of, except that of the colouring, which had been carried on 
up to four or five years ago. If his son had seen any such practices in 
any “house” in which he was employed, it could only have been in wit- 
negs’s or in the Himalaya Tea Company’s, for his son had beeninno other ; 
but this evidence was thoroughly false so far as witness’s house was con- 
cerned. In reply to Mr. Muntz, the witness said hedid have a cylinder and 
an engine for coffee roasting and other purposes, and this was used for 
colouring tea. Witness bought it second-hand from Glasgow, and sold 
it again after three years’ use. In reply to Lord Barrington he said he 
did not believe there was any manufactory for making up used tea 
leaves, and he certainly did not think it would pay to doit. Witness 
declared, too, that so far from being “one of the largest purchasers of 
‘lie’ tea," he had never bought a pound of it. In reply to Sir H. 
Peek, the witness said the Himalaya ‘l'ea Company consisted at one 
time of his son and himself, but they were nut together now. An extra- 
i scene then occurred. The witness Whitworth Jackson, whose 
father had just been giving evidence against him, then advanced and 
said he wished to corroborate his own evidence. He was proceeding to 
read a statement as to his opinion of the evidence given in opposition to 
his own and to disprove his, when he was stopped by the Chairman, 
who requested him to give any facts if he had any to give. The com- 
mittee conferred together for a moment and then ordered the room to 
be cleared. When the doors were again opened, 

The Chairman said he had been requested by the committee to say 
that they unanimously declined to receive any further evidence from 
Mr. Whitworth Jackson. 

Mr. Lumley, Q.C., counsel to the Local Government Board, then, in 
examination, suggested various amendments, chiefly relating to legal 
technicalities and interpretations. The three statutes now in force 
with to adulteration should, he thought, be repealed and re- 
enacted ‘in a consolidated form. He also proposed that there should 
be a definition in the Act of what adulteration was. He saw no reason 
why the Act should not take effect upon imported articles—such as 
faced Green Tea from China—as well as upon those of home manufac- 


ture. Water, he thought, ought to be dealt with in a Sanitary Act ; it | 7® 


could hardly be regarded as the subject of adulteration. It was a 
grievance that only the analyst of the district where purchases were 
made could make an analysis of such purchases. A trader in Stafford, 
for instance, who bought groceries in London, had now to be at the ex- 

of sending them to London to be analysed. Witness thought 
Spat should be no such restriction on the duties of analysts. Another 
difficulty which had tended to obstruct the Act in its working was, that 
the inspector who seized goods on suspicion of their being adulterated 
had to deliver them to the analyst in person. It was a general thing 
that the inspector and the analyst lived widely apart.
